Many changes have been made in the 
arrangement of the program for the 
Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, according to Dr. James H.

In former years the section 
meetings occupied the whole day but 
this year they will be held down to morn- 
ings only. Whether this innovation will 
be popular remains to be seen. The de- 
mand for Limited Attendance Clinic 
tickets has always outstripped the num- 
ber available so the scheme well merits 
a trial. Several new features have been 
added to the established order. The 
General Session on Monday evening will 
get away from the dental atmosphere to 
discuss world affairs. Three members of 
the University of Chicago Round Table, 
radio’s oldest broadcast of this nature 
and the outstanding program of its kind, 
will be on hand to discuss informally the 
New Economic Order. These men are 
so well informed that they can sit down 
before a microphone and without the aid 
of notes keep up a rapid-fire conversa- 
tion for the better part of an hour. 


MOTION PICTURES 


“For the footsore and weary of mind 
a group of motion pictures pertaining to 
dental subjects will be shown each after- 
noon. The subjects are many and var- 
ied. The showing time will range from 


15 minutes to an hour. Most of the films 
are new and have never before been 
shown to a Chicago audience. Dr. R. 
Harold Johnson, vice-chairman of the 
Program Committee, will have charge of 
this portion of the program. 

“The section meetings will follow, for 
the most part, the pattern of previous 
meetings and mix in nice proportions 
the theoretical and the practical. “Bread 
and butter” dentistry will, however, pre- 
dominate. The Operative Dentistry Sec- 
tion, Dr. Clarence H. Burr, chairman, 
has secured that outstanding roentgenol- 
ogist from St. Louis, Dr. Clarence O.

Special attention has been given to 
novel and attractive methods of presen- 
tation in the preparation of programs for 
the Sections on Practice Management 
and Dentistry for Children during the 
coming Midwinter Meeting. Three sym- 
posia will feature the Dentistry for 
Children Section while a “town hall” 
program is planned by the Section on 
Practice Management. Dr. Elsie Ger- 
lach, chairman, and Dr. Marvin E. 
Chapin, vice-chairman, have prepared 
the program on dentistry for children. 


DENTISTRY FOR CHILDREN 


Three important aspects of the prob- 
lems of dental care for children will 
compose the program of the Section. 
The first morning will be devoted to a 
symposium on the attitude of govern- 
mental agencies toward the American 
school child. The speakers are Dr. Frank 
C. Cady, United States Public Health 
Service, Dr. Charles F. Deatherage, chief 
of the Dental Division of the State De- 
partment of Health and Dr. Carl Green- 
wald, chief of the Dental Division of the 
Health Department of the City of Chi- 
cago. These speakers will discuss the 
problem from the standpoint of federal, 
state and municipal agencies.

ORAL SURGERY 


After each program of the Section on 
Oral Surgery on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day mornings a twenty-minute period 
will be allotted to discussion and ques- 
tions, according to Dr. Eli Olech, chair- 
man, and Dr. Cedric K. Dittmer, vice- 
chairman. Since the officers of the 
section feel that the most important part 
of a program is this discussion, a ten- 
minute period will also be allowed on 
Thursday morning after each of the five 
short papers. 

The speakers on Tuesday morning will 
be Dr. Louis W. Schultz, who will talk 
on bilateral cleft lip reconstruction, and 
Dr. Kurt H. Thoma, of Boston. Dr. 
Thoma will discuss the oral manifesta- 
tions of local and general diseases. On 
Wednesday morning Claire L. Straith, 
M.D., of Detroit, and Percival Bailey, 
M.D., of Evanston, will read papers.

A comprehensive program to meet the 
needs of the general practitioner has 
been arranged for the Section on Full 
Dentures by Dr. LeRoy E. Kurth, chair- 
man, and Dr. P. L. Mathisen, vice-chair- 
man. 

Dr. Ralph L. Christy, of Denver, will 
present his impression technic which is 
applicable to all edentulous mouths irre- 
spective of their anatomical construction. 
A method will be described which defi- 
nitely places all masticatory pressure on 
the stress bearing areas with relief for 
the non-stress bearing areas. Dr. E. By- 
ron Kelly will close the Tuesday morn- 
ing session with his motion picture on 
immediate denture restorations using ac- 
rylic teeth. By this technic it is possible 
to duplicate the size, shape and shade 
of the patient’s own dentition by one 
operation. 

The Wednesday morning session will 
open with Dr. George P. Brenner, of 
Milwaukee, presenting an illustrated lec- 
ture on functional full denture technic 
with a description of the technic for 
setting cusp teeth to paths generated in 
wax mandibular movements. At the same 
session Dr. John B. LaDue will discuss 
the important subjects of registration of 
centric relation and full denture occlu- 
sion. This illustrated lecture will pro- 
vide the audience with a scientific tech- 
nic for obtaining centric relation and 
will show how this position should be 
utilized to set the posterior denture teeth. 

On Thursday morning Dr. Rupert E. 
Hall, of Houston, and Dr. Carl O. 
Boucher, of Columbus, will be the speak- 
ers. Dr. Hall will explain why success- 
ful full dentures depend on the correct 
bite while Dr. Boucher will show the im- 
portance of anatomic knowledge in den- 
ture construction.

Six Essays Will Discuss Various Problems in Periodontia 


Programs of exceptional interest and 
providing a wide variety of topics will 
be presented by the Section on Perio- 
dontia and by the Section on Research 
at the coming Midwinter Meeting of 
the Chicago Dental Society. Both sec- 
tions will meet on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday mornings. 


PERIODONTIA 


The dominant thought in arranging 
this section’s program, according to Dr. 
Jules LeGrand, chairman, was to secure 
speakers of the highest qualification in 
background, professional attainment and 
capability in presenting their knowledge. 
Dr. Gustav W. Solfronk is vice-chairman 
of the section. 

The section program will open on 
Tuesday morning with a presentation by 
Dr. Samuel Ragland Parks, of Dallas, 
who will speak on gingivitis. Dr. Parks 
is an experienced practitioner and a con- 
tributing member of the American Acad- 
emy of Periodontia. The second speaker 
on the session will be Dr. Balint Orban 
who will present material on the healing 
of the gums following gingivectomy. 

Dr. E. Romle Romine, of Detroit, will 
open the Wednesday morning program 
with a paper on practical diagnosis of 
periodontoclasia. Dr. Romine is the or- 
ganizer of a study group which has de- 
voted considerable study to problems in 
periodontoclasia. Dr. G. R. Lundquisi 
will be the second speaker with an essay 
on tissue changes following the elimina- 
tion of the periodortal pocket. 

On Thursday morning Dr. Will Yer- 
etsky, of Grand Rapids, will discuss 
Estrogen as a Therapeutic Agent in 
Dyscrasias of the Oral Cavity.

Crown and Bridge Section Discusses Full Mouth Reconstruction 


Two of the most popular technical 
sections will present programs at the 
coming Midwinter Meeting that are de- 
signed to meet the needs of the general 
practitioner. Both sections will meet on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
mornings. 


CROWN AND BRIDGE 


Six essayists will appear on the Sec- 
tion program devoted to crown and 
bridge, partial dentures and full mouth 
reconstruction. Dr. Willis J. Bray is 
chairman and Dr. Herbert E. Weis, vice- 
chairman. On Tuesday morning Dr. 
Loren D. Sayre, who is Head of the 
Department of Crown and Bridge at 
Northwestern University, will show for 
the first time a colored motion picture 
devoted to jacket crown construction. 
The second speaker on the program, Dr. 
Russell C. Wheeler, who is Chairman of 
the Department of Dental Anatomy at 
St. Louis University, will read an illus- 
trated paper on construction of porce- 
lain packet crowns stressing their perma- 
nence and esthetics. 

On Wednesday morning Dr. Stanley 
D. Tylman, of the University of Illinois, 
will discuss the results of his experiments 
with the acrylic resins as potential ma- 
terials for crown and bridge restora- 
tions. At the same session Dr. James O. 
Loughry, of Cleveland, will read a paper 
in which he will discuss practical meth- 
ods of obtaining occlusal and esthetic 
harmony by grinding teeth, orthodontia 
and prosthetic restorations. 

On Thursday morning Dr. Paul A. 
Edmand, of Chicago, will discuss meth- 
ods of full mouth reconstruction by in- 
creasing the vertical dimension. Dr. Ed- 
mand will also give a limited attendance 
clinic on his methods. The final speaker 
on the section program will be Dr. 
Thomas J. Davis, Associate Professor at 


St. Louis University, who will read an 
essay on fundamentals of the fixed 
bridge. 


OPERATIVE DENTISTRY 


Dr. Clarence H. Burr, chairman, and 
Dr. Arne F. Romnes, vice-chairman, have 
prepared an operative dentistry program 
in which emphasis is placed on the needs 
of the general practitioner. On Tuesday 
morning Dr. Warren Willman, of the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery, will 
discuss the manipulation of amalgam and 
will illustrate his paper with colored mo- 
tion pictures. On the ‘same morning 
Eugene Skinner, Ph.D., of Northwestern 
University, will discuss dental materials 
used and give practical suggestions for 
obtaining accurate castings. Gold inlays 
made by the wax gun technic will be the 
subject of William L. Wylie, of Cleve- 
land, Dean of Western Reserve Univer- 
sity Dental School. 

Three papers of practical importance 
are scheduled for Wednesday morning. 
Dr. Robert K. Baxter, of the University 
of Illinois, will read an essay on the 
clinical aspects of gold inlay restora- 
tions. Leonard S. Fosdick, Ph.D., of 
Northwestern University, will discuss an 
accurate test for caries activity and ef- 
fective measures by which dental caries 
can be controlled. At the same session 
Dr. Erling Thoen, of the College of 
Dentistry, State University of Iowa, will 
discuss a technic for the manipulation 
of gold foil.

A basic feature of the program will be 
‘the,encouragement of lay support and 


participation in the field of dental health 
through cooperation with community 
health and welfare groups in the plan- 
ning of coordinated educational and 
service programs. 

The Association will publish approved 
educational material for lay consump- 
tion, encourage dental research work 
and stimulate generally a broader under- 
standing of the basic relationship of 
dental care to the health needs of the 
community and country.
